Japanese documents found here 
earlier this weel; showed that their 
trial was conducted entirely in the 
Japanese language and 
consisted 


of a 30-minute recital of the regu- 
lations under which they were to 
be executed. 
Five other Doolittle raiders who 
were sentenced to death with them 
were spared for an unknown rea- 
son and subsequently were freed 
after Japan's surrender. 


The site chosen by the Japanese 


for 
the 
execution 
was 
the old 
Shanghai civic burial ground cen- 
tered around a broken-down Con- 
fucian temple that the Chinese con- 
verted .into a military fortress in 
the early years of the "China inci- 
dent." 


One 
hundred 
yards 
from the 
temple door, the three American 
fliers were lashed to their crosses 
and shot as a climax to what must 
have been one of the most terrible 
mass executions of the war. 


Then 1,000 hapless Chinese chos- 
en to die with the Americans were 
led through the cemetery gales and 
lined up in long rows.

the 
Japanese axmen stalked 
through 
their ranks beheading -them 
and 


kicking the bodies into small holes 
pittqd into the ground by the rains. 


A few of the 
Chinese 
victims 


were shot to speed up the perfor- 
mance and some were killed inside 
the temple itself. 


Only a small part of the tem- 
ple roof and its vari-colored pil- 


mark 
the 


shattered, 
weed-choked floor and the ground 
outside were 
liberally 
irrigated 


with blood, but the China

have washed away the stains.

Mrs. Herman Kluge of Schencc- 
tady, N. Y., was hidden by Ifugao 
tribesmen in

mountains of

her head. 
Mrs. Helen J. McQuaid (whose 


sister, Mrs. O. A. Jeffreys, lives 
at Los Angeles), spent three years 
in Japanese prisons before being 
"kidnapped" by Filipino 
soldiers 
just before she was about to be 
beheaded. 
The Japanese chased Mrs. Klugc 


from village to village in a 200- 
mile circuit. They wanted her and 
they wanted her husband, an Amer- 
ican lumberman who had become 
a guerrilla captain. He made life 
miserable for Japanese truck driv- 
ers and convoy guards with fre- 
quent ambushes along the trails, 


Kluge surrendered when the Nip- 
ponese threatened to kill every in- 
habitant of a village near his head- 
quarters.

When School 
Bus Does 


Arkansas law requires all mo- 
tor vehicles, regardless of which 
direction they are traveling in, to 
come to a full stop when a school 
bus does, Sgt. Herald Porterfield, 
in charge of District Three office 
of Arkansas State Police called 
to public attention today.

Version there is a footnote: "The 
two oldesl Greek manuscripts, 
and some olher authorities omit 
from verse 9 to the end." Some 
today who deny that baptism 
is essential to salvation claim 
that Mark 16:15-16 is an inter- 
polation, a spurious, uninspired 
Scripture.

verses are uninspired. If we can 
conclude that baptism is non- 
essential because Mark 16:16 is 
'spurious,' we can likewise con- 
clude thai belief or failh is non- 
essenlial. for bolh are in the 
same 
passage! 
There 
is no 
escape from this truth. 
Those that deny the essential- 


ity of baptism on 
the 
above 


grounds will often say: "The 
translators of the Revised Ver- 
sion tell us that Mark 1U: 15-16 
is not in the original Greek." 
This is not true. The translators 
did not say that it was not in the 
original Greek, but that "the 
two oldest Greek manuscripts" 
omit Hie verses. 
The three oldest Greek manu- 
scripts known are the Vatican, 
Sinaitic and Alexandrian. These 
are considered the most import- 
ant Bible manuscripts 
today. 
The first two manuscripts men- 
tioned are 
the 
oldest of the 
Ihree. 
What is the evidence 
from 
these manuscripts con- 


cerning Mark 
16:15-16? 
The 
Alexandrian contains the verses, 


and the Sinailic docs not. In 
the third, the Vatican, one of 
the oldest, at the place for the 
verses Ihe space has been left 
completely 
blank, as 
if the 


copyist knew il was in Ihe man- 
uscript from which he copied, 
and that he intended to fill in 
Ihe passage, bul for some reas- 
on failed lo do so. On Ihis point 
George L. Robinson, Ph. D., D. 
D., LI. D., comments: "Yet, 
curiously enough, though omit- 
ted, a blank space is left for il 
on Ihe page where it would nat- 
urally be expected, showing that 
the scribe probably knew of its 
existence, 
but was 
undecided 
whether or not he should copy 
it."The two most popular ver- 
sions, or translations, of the 
Scriptures arc the King James 
Version, and the Revised Ver- 
sion. For Ihe burdensome lask 
of these translations, a total of 
one hundred forty-eight of the 
world's ripesl scholars were cm- 
ployed. None of Ihese men ser- 
iously doubled lhal Ihese verses 
were genuine, for they are in 
bolh versions! 


If we arc to believe thai these 
verses are genuinely inspired, 
then we must also accept what 
the Loid says therein: "He thai 
believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved—." Do you believe it?

Is Mark 16:15-16 Spurious? 


At Mark 16:9 in the Revised 


Version there is a footnote: "The 
two oldesl Greek manuscripts, 
and some olher authorities omit 
from verse 9 to the end." Some 
today who deny that baptism 
is essential to salvation claim 
that Mark 16:15-16 is an inter- 
polation, a spurious, uninspired 
Scripture. It is easier to say 
this than lo deny Ihe plain leach- 
ings of these verses! Bul lei us 
reason this matter, granting for 
argument's 
sake 
thai 
Ihcse 


verses are uninspired. If we can 
conclude that baptism is non- 
essential because Mark 16:16 is 
'spurious,' we can likewise con- 
clude thai belief or failh is non- 
essenlial. for bolh are in the 
same 
passage! 
There 
is no 
escape from this truth. 
Those that deny the essential- 


ity of baptism on 
the 
above 


grounds will often say: "The 
translators of the Revised Ver- 
sion tell us that Mark 1U: 15-16 
is not in the original Greek." 
This is not true. The translators 
did not say that it was not in the 
original Greek, but that "the 
two oldest Greek manuscripts" 
omit Hie verses. 
The three oldest Greek manu- 
scripts known are the Vatican, 
Sinaitic and Alexandrian. These 
are considered the most import- 
ant Bible manuscripts 
today. 
The first two manuscripts men- 
tioned are 
the 
oldest of the 
Ihree. 
What is the evidence 
from 
these manuscripts con- 


cerning Mark 
16:15-16? 
The 
Alexandrian contains the verses, 


and the Sinailic docs not. In 
the third, the Vatican, one of 
the oldest, at the place for the 
verses Ihe space has been left 
completely 
blank, as 
if the 


copyist knew il was in Ihe man- 
uscript from which he copied, 
and that he intended to fill in 
Ihe passage, bul for some reas- 
on failed lo do so. On Ihis point 
George L. Robinson, Ph. D., D. 
D., LI. D., comments: "Yet, 
curiously enough, though omit- 
ted, a blank space is left for il 
on Ihe page where it would nat- 
urally be expected, showing that 
the scribe probably knew of its 
existence, 
but was 
undecided 
whether or not he should copy 
it."The two most popular ver- 
sions, or translations, of the 
Scriptures arc the King James 
Version, and the Revised Ver- 
sion. For Ihe burdensome lask 
of these translations, a total of 
one hundred forty-eight of the 
world's ripesl scholars were cm- 
ployed. None of Ihese men ser- 
iously doubled lhal Ihese verses 
were genuine, for they are in 
bolh versions! 


If we arc to believe thai these 
verses are genuinely inspired, 
then we must also accept what 
the Loid says therein: "He thai 
believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved—." Do you believe it?

Grease 
th&.cans well, or cut waxed paper 
to-fit smoothly on the botlom and 
sides', of the cans. Fill the cans 
two^hirds full of the cake mixture. 
Then tie waxed paper or heavy 
'brown paper over the tops of the 
cans. Put the filled cans in a pres- 
'sure! canner. Leave the pet cock 
Of the canner open and let the 
cakes steam for about 85 minutes. 
If homemakers do not like steam- 
ed fruit cake, they can place the 
cans in a moderate oven "and cook 
until brown. 


When the cakes are steamed or 
browned, place a round piece of 
waxed paper on top of the cake 
and seal the cans at once Pro- 
cess No. 2 cans for 30 minutes at 
10 pounds pressure and No. 3 cans 
for 40 minutes. 
T Old-fashioned pound cake may be 
baked in cans and canned the 
same xvay as fruit cake. Nut or 
fruit bread can also be baked in 
the oven and canned by this same

They are kept in complete isola- 


tion. Not even high-ranking Amer- 


ican officers can visit the prison.
